One of these principles is international justice, and 
the other was expressed in the following words: 
I he responsibility of great states is to serve;, and not

Justice, of course, is not a new ideal. \\ oodrow \\ ti 
son, in his earlier discussions of the League of Nations, em 
phasized over vind again thai justice and equality were the 
absolute essentials of any federated action by the nations 


of the world.
